Taba talks held up 
as Egypt steps up feud

Israel and Egypt have deferred 
talks that were to begin this week in 
Alexandria on the still-unresolved 
Taba border dispute. Israel seems to 
have asked for the deferment, 
presumably because of the Lebanon 
situation. 

Israel officials have been dis- 
turbed by a spate of tough articles in 
Cairo‘’s semi-official Al-Ahram 
about Taba which is just south of 
Eilat. Some of them were written by 
veteran jurist Wahid Ra‘afat, whom 
Cairo has nominated as the Egypt- 
tian member of a three-member ar- 
bitration panel that Cairo wishes set 
up to resolve the dispute. 

In one piece, Ra’afat questioned 
the legality of Israel's presence at 
Eilat, contending that the Israel 
Defence Forces took Eilat in con- 
travention of a cease-fire during the 
War of Independence. 

Some Israeli observers look 
askance at the fact the Ra'afat is 
writing these partisan pieces after 
having been nominated by Egypt to 
the quasi-judicial role of arbitrator. 

But there is a more basic dif- 
ference of approach between Israel 
and Egypt. Israel still wishes to try 
the process of “conciliation” before 
resorting to “arbitration.” 

Conciliatior' is a more flexible 
and informal mechanism in which 
the two sides invest goodwill ard 
readiness to compromise. Arbitra- 
tion is a more rigid process in which 
the arbitrators’ ruling is binding. 
The peace treaty specifies “con- 
ciliation” or “arbitration” as the 
methods of conflict-resolution, and 
Israel argues that the first must be 
exhausted before the second is in- 
voked. : 

Israel feels that a conciliation 
procedure would do tess damage to 
the fabric of peace between the two 
countries than the more litigious 
arbitration. 

Israel's concern on this score is

Did you miss 
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Two-stage plan for housing refugees

Israeli and Lebanese officials 
have begun negotiations on the 
future of tens of thousands of 
Palestinian refugees left homeless 
by the war in Southern Lebanon, a 
senior Israel government official 
said yesterday. 


The official said that Israel is 
Proposing a two-stage resettlement 
scheme. It involves an initial hous- 
ing of the refugees — of whom he 
said there are between 20,000 and 
26,000 — in tent encampments and 
caravans to get them through the 
winter, and a second stage in which 
they will be housed in new buildings 
“dispersed” among the various dis- 
tricts of South Lebanon's major 
cities, Sidon, Tyre and Nabaliye. 

Almost all the homeless, said the 
official, originally lived in the now 
largely devastated Ein Hilwe 
refugee camp near Sidon and the 
Rashidiya camp near Tyre. Israel 
hopes to shut down the camps, and 
“end the anti-Israeli hatred they 
bred.” by dispersing their homeless 


‘inhabitants among the Lebanese of 


the big cities. 

The official said that some 
Palestinians have returned to the 
camps and begun to repair their 
homes. “We are not stopping them. 
But we don't sce the solution in that 
direction,"" he said. 

The official refused to go into the 
nature of the Israeli-Lebanese talks, 
which are apparently being con- 
ducted through the local Lebanese 


district commissioners. He hinted 
however, that “major news" will 
scon be publicized about the ex- - 
pected solution to the problem. 

Regarding stage two of the solu- 
tion, the official conceded that “the 
local Lebanese hate the Palesti- 
nians, viewing them as the source of 
their troubles.” But the official 
soufided hopeful about the 
Lebanese agreeing to resettlement 
of the refugees in the cities. 


The official clearly implied that 
Israel would not contribute funds to 
either stage of the resettlement. 
““We recognize Lebanese 
sovereignty over the area we are 
holding and its inhabitants, h is 
their responsibility, though we can 
understand that they are at the mo- 
ment caught up in the problem of 
Beirut.” 


At the moment, the homeless are 
housed in schoo! buildings, disused 
garages, and houses under construc- 
tion, and are squatting in empty 
flats. The official would not say how 
many thousands are in schools, 
which are due to reopen on October 
1 throughout South Lebanon. 


The official said that UNRWA 
has offered to contribute “a very 
large number of tents” to accom- 
modate the homeless during the 
winter. He added that the Lebanese 
winter is “not too bad along the 
coast,” where most of the homeless 
are concentrated. 

There are also some 600 
Lebanese families who are homeless 
as a result of the war's devastation 


in the big cities — “some 2,000 to 
2,500 persons altogether.” 

He said that the flats or houses of 
300 of these “have been destroyed 
beyond repair” and the other 300 
flats are badly damaged but 
“reperable.” 

These 600 families are living with’ 
relatives around Lebanon, said the 
official, ᾿ 

The Israel government, ac- 
cording to the official, clearly hopes 
that Lebanon will pay for the in- 
frastructure for the contemplated 
first-stage tent camps. Israel hopes 
that some of the $65 million al- 
located by the U.S. Congress will 
also be channelled into building this 
infrastructure, said the official. 
Israel also hopes that Lebanon, 
perhaps assisted by Arab states, will 
pay for the second-stage construc- 
tion, 

The reference in the cabinet com- 
munique of last Sunday to 
“Lebanese government” respon- 
sibility for caring for the homeless 
apparently refers to this point. 

At the moment, said the official, 
there are no epidemics among the 
homeless, and all children in 
Southern Lebanon are being in- 
culated with booster shots against 
polio and other major diseases. “But 


. Medical aid for the Palestinians re- 


mains a problem, es medicine and 
hospitals around Lebanon are 
Private and expensive.” Israel is tak- 
ing in Palestinian hospital cases and 
treating the less severely il in Israel 
Defence Forces field hospitals in 
Lebanon, he said. 


Many killed, much damage in Beirut 


BEIRUT. — Conflicting reports 
yesterday put the number of those 
killed in Sunday's massive, }4-hour 
bombardment of West Beirut by the 
Israel Defence Forces at between 
70 and 238, with almost 500 
wounded. 

Lebanese security forces said “at 
least 70” were killed during the 
land, sea and air bombardment, 
while the independent Beirut new- 
spaper An-Nahar put the figure at 
165 dead and 400 wounded. 

Lebanese police said the latest 
casualty count showed 238 people, 
most of them civilians, were killed 
and 480 wounded. This brings the 
police-monitored death toll to 3,541 
in West Beirut and [1,050 
throughout Lebanon since the start 
of Operation Peace for Galilee on 
June 4. 

In many streets of West Beirut no 
buildings were intact. Whole apart- 


ment blocks were razed in the 
coastal quarter of Ramlet al-Baida. 

The devastation extended as far 
north as the residential area of Burj 
Abu Haidar, only 1.5 kilometres 
from the city centre, where the 
facade of every building was 
blackened by fire and pockmarked 
with shrapnel. 

Correspondents who tried to 
reach PLO offices in the Fakahani 
area yesterday found that falien 
masonry and shell craters had made 
the roads impassable. 

One of West Beirut’s two working 
fire stations was destroyed by the 
shelling, leaving three trucks to 
cover 26 square kilometres and a 
population of about 500,000. 
Besieging Israeli troops have cut the 
water supply several times, causing 
an acute shortage. 

Firemen say a major problem is 
fires causediby phosphorous shells. 


““‘Water doesn't help,” said 
Bashoura fireman Lieutenant Has- 
san Awada. “We need foam, 
chemicals; but we ran out days ago. 
One phosphorous shell can start 
fires in 10 buildings,” he said, 

In Beirut's southernmost 
beachside resort of Uzai, which was 
badly hit by naval bombardment, a 
few women and old men were seen 
carrying mattresses and blankets 
out of their shrapnel-sprayed road- 
side shacks and trudging north 
toward the city. 

There was almost no building in 
Uzai and the neigh ing once- 
plush neighbourhood of Bir Hassan 
that was not damaged. The adjacent 
Tranian and Iraqi Embassies took 
direct hits that punched gaping 
holes in the walls. The Algerian Em- 
bassy was also badly damaged and 
the Kuwaiti Embassy, already

Cohen, who also did his reserve

Galei Zohal yesterday, refused to 
comment on the allegations. 

One station source said that 


Defence Minister Ariel Sharon and 
his press adviser, Uri Dan, call the 
Station nearly every day demanding 
to censor certain programmes, to 
add new programmes they favour 
and to get rid of certain programme 
editors.

Women soldiers jailed 
for beating Briton

TEL AVIV. — One woman soldier 
was yesterday sentenced to three 
months in jail and a second to one 
month for beating a British woman 
emplovee of Birzeit University, the 
Israel Defence Forces spokesman 
said yesterday. 


The two were convicted by a 
military court of beating Ann Scott, 
a research assistant at Birzeit, on 
July ΤΊ at the military government 
headquarters in Ramallah. Scott 
had accompanied two students who 
wanted to recover identification 
cards confiscated after protest 
demonstrations against the war in 
Lebanon. 

Scott later told reporters that the 
two svldiers had taken her to a dor- 
mitory and questioned her about 
why she was at Birzeit, When she 
refused to answer, they took out 
what she said looked like a baseball 
bat and beat her on the arms and 
legs. Scott said she was warned to 
tell no one of she would be killed. 
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Lebanese, Israeli Druse meet again

TIBERIAS. — About 700 Lebanese 
Druse spiritual leaders and 
dignitaries joined their Isracli

He expres- 
sed hope that peace will be reached 
soon between his country and Israel 
to enable them to resume their con- 
tacts, stopped since 1948, 

The tsracti Druse spiritual leader, 
Sheikh Amin Tarif, and Likud 
Knesset Member Amal Nasr ¢-Din, 
a Druse, said the meeting opens a 
new chapter in relations and urged 
the government to protect the rights 
and interests of their co-religionist 
in Lebanon.

J'lem Arabs guilty of backing violence 


Nine Arabs from East Jerusalem 
were each fined 155,000 and given a 
six-month suspended sentence by 
the Jerusalem Magistrates Court 
yesterday for possessing and dis- 
tributing material supporting the 
use of violence and the organization 
of terrorist activity. 

The nine, ranging in age from 22 
to 44, were members of a youth club 
in the Arab part of the Abu Tor 
quarter. They organized exhibitions 
of pictures that included material 
inciting against Zionism, describing 
“Zionist oppression.” and ad- 
vocating violence in armed strug- 
gies, The pictures were drawn by 
children belonging to the club. 

Other material found on the 
club’s premises carried symbols of 
terrorist organizations. 

Club members also put on plays 
that allegedly showed how the Israel 
Defence Forces questioned resi- 
dents of the territories. 

In his verdict, Judge Aharon 
Simha said that “in a free state like 
ours every resident is free to express 
‘cfiticism and views not shared by 
others, but when such criticism 
voices disloyalty to the State of 
Israel and its institutions, as in the 


present case, where the wish to 
destroy and conquer Israel is clearly 
apparent, then the State of Israel is 
defending itself by outlawing such 
Criminal acts as these.”

Israel awaits Red Cross reply on Beirut

Israel has not received a response 
to its suggestion to the International 
Red Cross that pregnant women 
and mothers with young children in 
West Beirut be evacuated tem- 
porarily to a safe haven elsewhere in 
Lebanon. 

Ofira Navon, wife of President 
Yitzhak Navon, and Economics 
Minister Ya'acov Meridor, who is in 
charge of relief to Lebanese 
civilians, disclosed this yesterday at 


"8 press conference in Beit Hanassi. 


The news conference followed a 
session of a committee of the Beit 
Hanassi Conference on Children, 
which sent a delegation to Lebanon 
last week to study the problems of 
homeless and orphaned youngsters. 
Headed by Dr, Baruch Levy, the 
nine-member delegation visited 
orphanages and other facilities that 
care for children, 

According to their findings, said 
Mrs. Navon, problems among 
Lebanese children caused by the 
war have been “very small.” The 
Caritas relief organization, which 
cares for 1,200 Lebanese 
received just 30 


Lebanese orphans during the past 
two months; the central orphanage 
in Sidon, which has 600 orphans and 
facilities for 400 more, received 14 
children during the war; the SOS 
Children’s Village near Jezzine has 
25 children, with facilities for 75 
more, but received only one child 
during the war. 

But Mrs. Navon asserted that the 
Lebanese institutions refuse to take in 
Palestinian children, whose problems 
are much more serious than those of 
Lebanese chiJdren. 

Mrs. Navon pointed out that 
many whom the Israeli forces have 
permitted to leave the besieged city 
have not fled. because they are 
reluctant to leave home and belong- 
ings, or because the PLO are 
holding them hostage. She called on 
world opinion to demand that the 
PLO let these civilians go — es- 
pecially women and children — and 
that international organizations 
“that have many hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars allocated to help 
Palestinians” spend the funds to 
help them.

TYRE (tim). — The exact number 
of terrorists caught since the start of 
the Peace for Galileee Operation is 
7,400, the Israel Defence Forces 
spokesman said yesterday, Most of 
them are in ἃ prisoners camp near 
Nabatiye. 

Other figures on the number of 
prisoners published until now were 
incorrect, the spokesman said. 

The only known terrorists 
released until now are the “RPG 
children," youngsters whom the 
PLO trained to launch RPG 
grenades, 

More prisoners are to be released 
shortly, the spokesman said. 
Investigations showed that although 


they belonged to terrorist organiza- 
tions, they did not take part in 
operations against Israel, its civilian 
residents or soidiers. 

Also to be released soon are 
several dozen wounded and dis- 
abled terrorists, Tal-Aluf Meir 
Geva, head of the Military Police, 
said on Israel television yesterday. 

In Geneva, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross said 
yesterday that so far their delegates 
in Lebanon have visited 490 Palesti- 
nians prisoners held by Israel] at the 
Ansar camp in South Lebanon.

Gur: U.S. allowing freedom of action

TEL AVIV. — Labour Knesset 
Member and former chief-of-staff 
Mordechai Gur has termed 
American behaviour during the 
crisis in Lebanon as “unbelievable.”

He also 
used phrases like “Israel's final 
solution for the Palestinians.” 

The magazine accused Haig of 
having been “an agent of Sharon's 
Defence Ministry. 


New film shows how PLO exploited Lebanon

He conceived a unique idea and 
he turned the institution into a 
“children’s republic," the children, 
as young citizens, governing 
themselves. They had their own 
parliament, court, newspaper, and 
were responsible for their work 
schedule and rules of conduct. 


During the 1930s, Harari 


"revealed, Korczak broadcast a pop- 


ular .radio programme, becoming 
famous as the “Old Doctor”, who 
dispensed homespun wisdom and 
advice flavoured with wry humour. 
He wrote many books and arti- 
cles for and about children. Best 
i as his allegorical dovel 


revealed the essential philosophy of 
its author. It is the story of a 
mythical boy-king who organizes a 
children’s crusade to try to reform 
the world. 

Korcezak served as an officer in 
the Russian army during the Russo- 
Japanese War and in the Polish 
army in World War I, While on ac- 
tive service he wrote his 
famous book, How to Love a Child. 


THE ANTI-SEMITIC tide began 
to engulf Janusz Korczak in the late 
1930s when his “Old Doctor" radio 
programme was discontinued 
because he was Jewish. He was also 
dismissed from his association with 
a Polish children's orphanage, 
which for 15 years had welcomed 
his counsel and help. 

Finally, after a year of increasing 
restrictions during the early part of 
WWII, the orphanage was forced to 
move to the walled ghetto, into 
which the Gestapo had herded the 
city’s half a million Jews."

He spent several weeks in the 
Pawiak prison, and he might have 
died there had not the ghetto com- 
mittee, with the help of some of his 
former pupils, managed to have him 
released on payment of a fine, for 
which they raised the money. 

His heaith was by then bad: his 
kidneys were failing, his heart weak 
and his legs swollen. But he con- 
tinued to do everything he could to 
keep the children of the home from 
starvation-and typhus, the dread dis- 
gase prévadeatzin the gheile” Daily 


he made the rounds to scrounge for 


food, medicines and supplies 
wherever he could find them. 

One entry in his diary, shortly 
before the’ end, reads: “It is a dif- 
ficuh thing to be born and to learn 
to live. Ahead of me is a much

THE LAST ENTRY in the diary, on 
August 4, 1942, ittuminates the 
nature of the man who never 
learned τὸ hate. Through a window 
of the orphanage that morning he 
noticed a German guard watching 
him: 

“I am watering the flowers...My 
bald head in the window,.. what a 
splendid target....He has a rifle. 
Why is he standing and looking on 
calnily...He has no orders to shoot... 

“Perhaps he was a village teacher 
in civilian life, or a notary, a street 
sweeper in Leipzig, a waiter in 
Cologne...What would he do if I 
nodded to him? Waved my hand in 
a friendly gesture? He may πᾶνε ar- 
rived only yesterday, from far 
away...Perhaps he doesn’t even 
krove-that«things are as they 
are,Uileb I 


He refused. 

It is reported that at the last mo- 
ment a German guard, who 
recognized him as the famaus 
author whose stories he had read 
and loved, urged him to feave. 
Korezak shook his head and 
climbed into the train with the 
children. 

Janusz Korczak remains the one 
tangible bond between Poland and 
Israel — both countries claim him 
as their own. To Israelis, he is one of 
the Lamed Var Tzadikim, the 36 Just 
Men, who in Judaic folklore are the 
pure souls, the conscience of 
mankind. 

The Poles believe that if he had 
been born a Catholic instead of a 
Jew he would have been beatified 
by now. The Pope, in the Year of 
Korczak, expressed his “special in- 
terest and support™ for an inter- 
national Korezak children's book- 
award sponsored jointly by Polish 
and Jewish-Americans. 

Beatified or not, Janusz Korczzk 
lives on in the minds and hearts of

to be creative. 1 don’t mean the

This was stated yesterday 63 
Israel Kesar, head of the Trades 
Union Department of the 
Histadrut, in addressing the Council 
of the Central Pension Fund. which 
insures the 75.000 persons who are 
employed directly by the Histadrut 
in its various undertakings. 

Kesar said Sluntiy that “the 
workers in the past have sold their 
own future short. but there is still 
time enough to rectify the 
situation." The problem. he 
thought, was due mainly to faulty 
actuarial calculations. although 
workers had hurt themselves by not 
insisting that all “allowances,” such 
as for telephone and cars. which are 
considered wages for income tax 
purposes, also be considered as 
wages for pension purposes. Neither 
the worker nor his employer con- 
tributes a percentage of these “al- 
lowances,”” which often came to “ὦ 
per cent of total pay, towards pen- 
sions. 

But the actuarial problems were 
just as problematic. During one 
generation. life expectancy for men 
has increased from δῷ to 72, and for 
women from 62 to 75, “This means 
that many more persons are alive to 
go out on pension.” 

To compound the problem, the 
actual number of persons in the 
younger age brackets. whose con- 
tributions helped flesh out the pen- 
sions of the alder generation, is 
steadily dropping. 

Another problem is that the 
country’s GNP is not growing. so “it 
was impossible to funnel off a cer- 
tain small’ percentage of the growth 
in the GNP to flesh out pensions,” 
Kesar said. 

Finally. many persons were 
demanding to retire on “early pen- 
sions,” which meant that in most 
cases they enjoyed the benefits of a 
pension, while ceasing to contribute 
to their pension fund. At the same 
time they are young and healthy 
enough to take up full time employ- 
ment as a side-line, without paying

dues to any pension fuad. 

“Two of the Histadrut’s seven 
pension funds are aiready in a bad 
situation — not only for the reasons 
already mentioned, but due to 
technology. We use more 
technology in building and 
agriculture. so we need fewer 
youngsters. The older generation 
going out on pension cannot expect 
large contributions to their pension 
fund from dwindling 

Kesar proposed making all “al- 
lowances” taxable for pension fund 
purposes. just as they are for in- 
come taxes, while combining 
several pension funds. so that no 
one fund will be based solely on one 
occupation. “This will help us 
smooth over the coming hard times.” 

He also proposed that the age of 
retirement be flexible. so that more 
persons would contribute to the 
funds. There is no reason why 2 
healthy woman or man should retire 
at the age of 60 and 65, respectively. 
They don't even have enough 
grandchildren to make life in- 
teresting. Let them decide when to 
quit. perhaps at the age of 65 for 
women and 70 for men.” 

But Kesar's solution to “avoid a 
lean and grey old age, without suf- 
ficient financial means” was blasted 
in a few minutes by Prof. Andre de 
Vries, former head of Beilinson 
Medical Centre, now a consultant 
to Kupat Holim in Galilee. 

“Medicine is making rapid 
strides.” Professor de Vries, himself 
past 70, pointed out, “and within ἃ 
few decades we may sec the ead of 
many degenerative diseases of old 
age, as well as of cancer, which 
strikes the older generation more. 
Life expectancy may be extended 
not only to 85 years, but there is 
scientific talk of up to 110, and 
perhaps even 120. And these 
‘oldsters’ may be healthy to the day 
they die — and they well may want 
to work until they die. And why not 
— if they are healthy, and their 
minds are clear?" 

The solution, as seen by Professor 
de Vries, was simple: “Let persons 
go out on pension for 10 years when 
they are young, perhaps from their 
20th to 30th years: and again in a 
few decades for another ten-year 
spell, and so on.” 

Dov Ben-Meir, secretary of the 


Tor leg V5 Pay OF —Anngrin reser-ee 
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Tel Aviv Labour Council, noted 
that all too often Histadrut 
members looked at the “statistical 
side™ of its pension funds, forgetting 
that its ultimate purpose was cach 
individual member, who failed to 
get his fair share. 

He recalled one case where a 
man died, “and there was no provi- 
sion in any Histadrut regulation to 
give his family a pension."* The solu- 
tion was found by this man's “rich 
employer."" He did what the 
Histadrut failed to do: he simply 
bought a pension for the family by 
making a tump-sum payment of 
15350.000. 

Ben-Meir proposed setting up a 

“special fund™ ta" deal with “ex- 
traordinary cases" where worhy 
cases “fall between two 
bureaucrautic stools and are forgot- 
ten.” 

Eliahu Reif, head of the Clerks 
Union in the Histadrut, claimed 
that the union with which he was as- 
sociated “used the regulations only 
as guidelines, and we go out of our 
way to solve extraordinary 
problems.” 

Both Reif and Ben-Meir felt that 
the Likud government was trying to 
“erode the influence of the 
Histadrut's pension funds, as it once 
had with its health services. 

Arieh Oron, managing director of 
the Central Pension Fund, noted 
that the assets of this fund had risen 
by 12 per cent in “real” terms to 
stand at 188.97 million. The fund's 
reserves had increased by 18.4 per 
cent; administrative costs were 3.9 
per cent of income (only 3.6 per 
cent last year): and “back payments 
by the Histdrut to its own pension 
Fund" was down to half of | per cent 
of total income, compared with a 
huge 12.9 per cent in 1977.

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Reagan without a smile 


YESTERDAY President Reagan gave Israel a slap. It is not 
customary for American presidents to meet with a foreign minister, 
including Israel's foreign minister, for a brisk 20 minutes. It is also 
not customary for American presidents to read out a prepared 
critical statement at such a meeting, 

Afterwards, Foreign Minister Shamir tried to accentuate the 
positive, But, according to all other reports, Mr. Reagan sternly and 
firmly deplored Israel's military actions in West Beirut and deman- 


ded that Israel desist. 


The U.S. has all along insisted that the PLO should and can be 
removed fram West Beirut by diplomatic means. Philip Habib has 
argued that he is forced to spend much of his time on the side issues 
of arranging cease-fires and reopening supply lines to West Beirut 
and that Israel's military strikes make it all the more difficult for him 
to pursue his main negotiating task. 

The [srael government has believed however that without military 
Pressure, the diplomatic effort will not bestir the PLO, which would 
prefer to remain in its West Beirut stronghold. 

* Caught in the middle of this argument is the Lebanese govern- 
Ment itself, such as it is. It also wants the PLO out of West Beirut. It 
is aware that many Lebanese have been urging Israel to storm West 
Beirut and get the job done. But it is also subject to the counter 
pressures deriving from the damage and suffering in West Beirut. 

Contrary to Israeli expectations, the Lebanese government on 
Sunday appealed to the Security Council to send U.N. observers to 
West Beirut to supervise the cease-fire. The despatch of such a force 
would only serve to give encouragement to the PLO. It would also 
raise the political cost of further Israeli military pressure. How this 
can be squared with the Lebanese aim of removing the PLO is dif- 
ficult to understand. But this new development should be an object 
lesson for Mr. Begin and the government that our expanding involve- 
ment in Lebanon's political affairs is a march into quicksand. 

it is not unlikely that the Lebanese request to the UN was submit- 
ted in connivance with the U.S. Certainly that would follow from the 
degree of presidential displeasure to which Israel has now been 


publicly subjected. ᾳ 


Mr. Begin will, therefore, have to weigh things anew. Is the 
Political cost of Israel's heavy bombings in West Beirut worth it?

KING Henry VIII's 16th- 
century flagship the Mary 


PS, Rose, a time capsule of 


Tudor life lying under 12 metres of 
murky water off Portsmouth har- 
bour, is due home from battle this 
fall — 437 years late. 

Seventeen years after the wreck 
of the Mary Rose was located, 
Prince Charles this summer 
launched the final stage of one of 
the most ambitious underwater 
archeological projects ever under- 
taken. 

After more than 25,000 dives that 
have produced {4,000 artifacts — 
including such items as a rare 16th- 
century musical instrument called 2 
shawm — preliminary work has 
begun on raising the hull of the 40. 
metre wooden warship. 

“This is a moment of history.” 
Margaret Rule, archeological chrec- 
tor of the Mary Rose Trust, told 
reporters at ἃ recent briefing. 

“We have taken out all the con- 
tents,” she said, “and what we shall 
be bringing ashore is the empty 
bull.” 

Financial problems remain, but 
Rule said if all goes according to 
plan the wreck will be towed into 
Portsmouth this fall, possibly as ear- 
ly as mid-October. 

Divers are to attach a giant 
heavy-tifting frame to the delicate, 
waterlogged hull. Taking care not to 
cause unnecessary damage, the 
divers are drilting holes in the hull 
for the 80 cables, which will life the 
ship underwater onto a stecl cradle. 
It will be then transferred to shore 
by tug. 

Among the-artifacts are bows and 
arrows, guns, pocket sundials, 
spoons, razor handles, games, cook- 
ing pots, books, clothing and an 
ominuous-looking 13.3-cm syringe 
used to treat venereal disease.

_ Resettling the —

WHATEVER ELSE the conflict in 
Lebanon produces, it is clear that it 
will not resolve the basic plight of 
the Palestinians in that country. Nor 
will it resolve Lebanon's problems 
of balancing Christian and Moslem 
interests in a bi-religious state. 

Ever since the Palestinian 
refugees landed in Lebanon in 1948, 
the delicate balance has been dis- 
torted in favour of the artificially 
expanded Moslem majority. The 
end result is that Lebanon, more 
and more, has filled the role of a 
front-line Arab state in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 

The Christian population ob- 
jected strongly to this “hijacking” 
of the Lebanese nation-staté on 
behalf of the Palestinian cause. 

The end result was a running bat- 
τὶς between the contending groups 
that jockeyed for control and 
domination of the state, leading 
ultimately to civil war and the entry 
of Syrian troops in the guise of a 
peacekeeping force. 

Turmoil and conflict have been 
endemic to Lebanon ever since the 
crucial balance was challenged, par-. 
ticularly after the PLO was expelled 
from Jordan in 1970. 

{t is interesting to note that in 
1948, contemporary observers in 
the British foreign service ap-. 
preciated that the mass influx of 
Palestinian refugees into Lebanon 
would threaten the precarious 
ethnic-religious balance of the state. 

Mr. Houghton-Boswell, their am- 
bassador in Beirut, in a communica- 
tion to the British Foreign Office 
dated July 30, 1948 noted the 
alarm with which the Lebanese 
Christians viewed the arrival of the 
predominantly Moslem refugees. 
The Christians, he .said: “would 
resist any attempt to resettle the 


Tefugees in Lebanon, which is in any 
case over-populated. The ultimate 
solution of the problem will be 
found in the re-setrlement of the 
refugees throughout the Arab 
world, but Lebanon,” he declared, 
“would for obvious reasons have to 
be -excluded from any such 
scheme.” = 
In advocating resettlement of the 
Palestinian refugees in Arab lands 
rather than their repatriation to 
Palestine, Ambassador Houghton- 
πλρόρμα οι τος ΠΥ. in the view 
ex, ir Dow, British 
Consul-General in Jerusalem; the 
British Middle East Office in Cairo; 
and members of the Eastern 
Department of the Foreign Office. 
Indeed, they found a silver lining 
to the refugee problem since in the 
“long run” it would help resolve the 
population problem by leaving less 
Arabs in the Jewish territory. All of 
these officials saw the vast un- 
developed areas of Syria and Iraq as 
an idea! location for the refugees. 
In fact, the Chancery in the 
British Embassy in Baghdad 
proposed, in September 1948, an ex- 
change of populations whereby Iraqi 
Jews would move to Israel,- 
receiving compensation for 
property left behind from the Israeli 
Government, while Arab refugees 
would be installed in Iraq and 
receive the abandoned Jewish 
Property... The economic disadvan- 
tages to Iraq, caused by the removal 
of a useful element in its population, 
could to some extent be reduced by 
bringing in Palestinian Arab 
townsmen in their place.” One half 
of this proposition, it will be recal- 
led, was fulfilled a few years later 
when Iraqi Jews were brought to 


Israel. 
Of all the enormous refugee 


‘problems spawned by Worla 
War LI and its aftermath, 
only that of the Palestinians 
remained unsettled and continues 
to plague the international com- 
munity to this day. The Arab 
states deliberately refused to 
resolve the problem by means of 
resettlement since this would mean 
their coming to terms with the 
reality of Israel]. These states per- 
sisted in demanding total repatria- 
tion — knowing full well that this 
would mean the dismantling of the 


Jewish state. They kept the issue |. 


alive artificially for the purpose of 
utilizing the plight of the refugees as 
ἃ weapon in the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute. 


UNWITTINGLY, they were aided 
in this goal by the generous-actions 
of the British and American govern- 
ments who viewed the situation of 
the refugees as one calling for relief 
rather than resettlement on a per- 
manent basis. Working through the 
United Nations they. set up 
UNRWA (UN Relief and Works 
Agency) which, by continuing to 
provide steady support, undermined 
any incentive for the resettlement of 
the refugees in other Arab lands. 
Failure to provide permanent 
homes and gainful employment 


fostered the growth of an un- - 


scrupulous terrorist movement. 
The present crisis in Lebanon 
marks a new turning point. and of- 
fers a fresh opportunity to resolve 
the Palestinian refugee problem (at 
feast in its Lebanese dimension) by 
a bold new programme of resettle- 
ment. Thirty-four years of ex- 
perience have fully vindicated the 
dire prediction of Houghton- 
Boswell. . 
Lebanon can never assimilate the

fabric of the Lebanese state. 
Moreover, the circumstances of the 
Arab world today are vastly dif- 
ferent from those of 1948-49. The 
wealth of the Arab states today 
should be showered upon their un- 
fortunate. bretheren, not for pur- 
poses of promoting terror and 
destruction, but for promoting as- 
similation and construction — in. 
Syria, Iraq and indeed, ‘in Libya 
itself. In place of ostensible 
charitable contributions by the 
West which have tragically been 
diverted to maintaining terrorist 
outposts, the Arabs shopld be en- 
couraged: to practise the old adage 
— charity begins athome. . 
The current cfisis represents a

LOSING THE WAR OF INFORMATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Once again the Israeli 
Government has caught us totally 
unprepared to combat Arab 
propaganda. The invasion of 
Lebanon...was--justifiabie -in -the 
minds of the overwheélming majority 
of American Jews, and a majority of 
non-Jews. But the numbers of 
civilian casualties, headlined in the 
media, found us unable. to respond.

All the Israel haters had and have 
a field day. The new left and the old 
left, the communists of all varieties 
and stripes, formed front organiza- 
tions, and behind their hypocritical 
cloak, they attacked their targets, 
Zionism and Israel. 

Their new tactic, and one the 
media has seized upon with joy, is 
finding Jews who condemn Israel, 
and there are many. Rabbis across 
the nation are shown on television 
exhorting their congregations in 
righteous terms to condemn the 
shocking death of Lebanese 
civilians. All those with a 
predisposition of antagonism 
towards Zionism and Israel, even 
many with only a hostility towards 
Menachem Begin, spoke out 
against {srael’s incursion into 
Lebanon. 

If Prime Minister Begin thought 
that his discussions with President 
Reagan, his bruising meeting with 
U.S. Senators, his talks before 
Jewish organizations and his inter- 
view on “Face the Nation” were a 
substitute for 2 well-organized in- 
formation campaign, he was sorely 
mistaken. If he thought that Israel's 
brilliant military maneuvers would 
be so admired as to neutralize the 
Arab disinformation programme, he 
was again mistaken, for never 
before has Israci’s image been so 
damaged. 

We do not know the thinking 
processes of Begin and his cabinet. 
Do they think only in terms of 
military and diplomatic moves? Do 
they not know that once Israe! has 
lost popular support in the U.S. the 
enemies of Israel in the Congress 
and the administration will probably 
have a free hand? If Prime Minister 
Begin could hire an American 
public relations expert to run his 
campaign for election, is he aot 
aware that the Lebanese crisis is a 
far more vital issue requiring expert 
handling? 

One of the more significant fall- 
outs of Prime Minister Begin's visit 
to the US. was his encounter with 36 
U.S. Senators, most of them friend- 
ly, who wanted to question him on 
the Lebanese crisis. It appears that 
Mr, Begin has a proclivity for an- 
tagonizing people. In response to a 
question, he proceeded to lecture 


the senators in ἃ manner described - 


as “arrogant” and “condescen- 
ding.’ He could not have commit- 
ted a greater public relatious error. 
This kind of behaviour may make 
points in the Knesset, but it is a 
deadly error in the U.S. and we 


have not seen the last of this public 
relations folly. 


Israel should have been prepared 
at the moment = entered i 
with photographs, statistics, er 
ya ee eakeiive around the 
world to present Israel’s case. She 
should have been aggressive in 
presenting her case before the U.S. 
public and the media and taken the 
Offensive from the start. In short, 
she should have had an information 
programme that enveloped all pos- 
sible scenarios just as the IDF have 
scenarios to consider any possible 
military emergency. The- field, 
however, was left to the PLO and 

“her supporters, and they made the 
most of it. Israel, as usual, is on the 
defensive, and losing. 


That the Begin government does 
not take the matter of information 
Seriously is attested to by the fact 
that they have no ministry of infor- 
mation. Information must be a total 
commitment with a special depart- 
ment headed by one with cabinet 
rank, and his job should involve 
nothing else but information.
